Muffied Explosion Heard. 

Accounts differ as to how yesterday's big 
fire started. Firemen say that a muffled 
explosion was heard in the firehouse in 
Dearborn street, near Lake No attention 
was paid to it until Fred Swancey, janitor 
of the Corbin bulldifig, ran into the frehouse 
shouting: 

„% There's a big fire round the corner and 
the muckers over there can't put ft out.“ 

When the fire engines arrived at the place 
a few minutes later they found the basement 
and first floor of the building a mass of 
flames. The heat and dense volumes of 
emoke drove them back for a time and it 
was necessary to fight the flames from a 
distance.

“Por some years,” he said, “ visitors have 
called in question some of the objects of thu 
collection of the antiquarians as well as of 
other departments of the museum. In such 
cases the trustees of the Art institute deem 
it their duty fo tnvestigate the subject and 
ascertain the truth if possible. The collec- 
tion of the antiquarians consists of textiles 
and other decorative objects, presented with- 
out reserve to the art institute by the society 
of the antiquarians. Some of the objects 
now pronounced unsuitable for permanent 
exhibition are the gifts of the nearest friends 
and patrons of the Art Institute. 

“In accordance with’ the same principles 
many paintings have from time to time been 
retired as unworthy of the collection.” 

Many Spurious Things Found. 

Coming to the antiquarian’s collection, M. 
French says: 

In the autumn of 1904 the trustees availed 
themselves of the presence of M. Antoine 
Borel, who was familiar. with such objects, 
and procured from him a written report upon 
the antiquarian collection. In the two years 
since that time we have lost no opportunity 
to procure professional judgments. In most 
cases the authorities are in entire. agree- 
ment. 

It ie in the department of woodwork and 
furniture that the criticism is most severe. 
Most of the cabinets, tables, chairs, and 
carved woodwork are pronounced modern 
imitations or inferior in workmanship. A 
few important objects of metal, textile fab- 
ric, ivory, etc.; are also retired from the 
collection, but not many. 

It is necessarily embarrassing to both the 
antiquarians and the Art institute to call 
in question the gifts of friends. But in the 
administration of a public trust there can 
be no alternative to accepting the truth. No 
museum can continue to exhibit objects which 
are not what they pretend to be.“

from Chateau bay says that the Roose- 
velt may be a week or ten days in 
making this port. The streite of Belle 
Isle, through Which the steamer is to pass, 
are narrow and full of shoals and rocks, and 
are navigated with great risk in thick weath- 
er. Moreover, the vessel is under jury steer- 
ing apparatus, the rudder having been lost 
in the Arctic ocean. Besides, the propeller 
has lost a blade asa result of contact with 
the ice floes, 

The normal speed of the Roosevelt is 
twelve miles an hour, but has been greatly 
reduced by these mishaps. The distance from 
Chateau bay toSydney is nearly 350 miles. 

The Rooseveit reached Hopedale, Labra- 
dor, Oct. 19, after an eventful voyage. Ac- 
cording to advices received from that point, 
the sturdy craft presented a most dilapi- 
dated appearance. The decks were piled 
high with snow, its stern post was gone, 
the foretopmast had been carried away, part 
of the ‘crossbooms, which were put in for 
strengthening purposes, were cut out, the 
rudder and rudder poet were gone, while 
other minor damages were evident on all 
sides. 

Story of the Cruise. 

Following is an epitomized narrative of 
the cruise of the Roosevelt since she passed 
out of civilization into the uncertainties of 
the arctic circle in the month of July, 1906: 

In that month (July, 1906) the ship called 
at Domino, Labrador, on its way north and 
except for a letter sent by Capt. Bartlett two 
months later nothing Was heard of the ship 
or crew until it reacher Hebron on Oct. 11. 

After passing out of Ungava bay in Au- 
gust, 19065, the Roosevelt continued on unt 
Cape Sheridan was reached and thence to 
the most extreme Greenland settlement, 
where seventy Eskimos were taken aboard 
to be guides in a dash forthe pole. About 100 
dogs were also secured, without which it 
would Nave been impossible to proceed north. 


Goes Into Winter Quarters. 

Taking the ice the steamer drifted on and 
steamed through the barrier to 82.27 degrees 
north, where winter quarters were taken up, 
being the farthest north winter quarters in 
the history of arctic explorations. Christmas 
day, however, the ship broke loose, and only 
by strenuous efforts was it again secured, 

A few days after being properly quartered 
enow was gathered and piled around the 
deckhouse, and every other precaution was 
taken to make life aboard as comfortable as 
conditions would permit. 

Peary Starts for Pole. 

All arrangements were completed by Feb. T, 
1906, and on that day Peary, with hie Erk 
mos and three teams of dogs, made his 
start for the pole. Other parties a:so wet 
out in charge of Capt. Bartlett, Dr. Wolfe, 
R. d. Maroin, J. Clarke, and M. Ryan re- 
spectively. These were relief parties and 
they kept Ofty miles apart. 

During the first part of the journey moder- 
ate weather prevailed, and Peary and his 
companions were able to travel at good speed. 
Before his return to his ship 117 days later. 
however, conditions had changed, and terri- 
ble suffering from hunter end starvation 

was endured.

WRECK PATIENTS WELL NURSED 


Baron Schlippenbach Visits Mercy Hos- 
pital and Discredits Stories That 
Railroad Agents Annoy Them. 


Baron Schlippenbach, Russian consul in 
Chicago, yesterday made an inspection of 
conditions at Mercy hospital, where the vic- 
tims of the Baltimore and Ohio wreck are 
being cared for.

3 platform expresses the desire that the 
Platt amendment shall be made a more com- 
plete protection hereafter to the wealth and 
good government and liberties of the Cuban 
people.

provisional government. In this way, it is 
declared, peace can be assured, the United 
dates sharing with the republic of Cuba 
the responsibility of avoiding further insur- 
rection. 
Color Line in Evidence. 

The color line for the first time in Cuba 
seems certain to be sharply drawn in the 
efforts of the more intelligent minority repre- 
senting industrial, mercantile, and agri- 
cultural wealth to secure favorable action 
of the United States. Radical Cubans seem 
determined the country shall not be handed 
over to the liberals. 

They say they shall exhaust every fair way 
to induce the administration at Washington 
to change the announced plan of ending 
American control. If unsuccessful they will 
then try to interest the United States senate 
through Senator Foraker in their demand 
for what they can prove is best for Cuba. If 
that fails they say they will force, the United 
States to take charge of the island forever, 
not by a revolution but by the destruction of 
property owned by foreigners, which would 
bring in other powers or necessitate Ameri- 


can occupation. 


WISHED DEATH VERDICT; LOSES 
10 Murderer Is Disap- 
pointed That Gave Him 

Only Life Sentence. 


Preston, Minn., Nov. 16.—Celestion St. An- 
toine, the octogenarian, who is charged with 
wife murder, pleaded guilty this afternoon 
and received a life sentence.

COURT. ENJOINS FIRE COMPANY 


Massachusetts Attorney General Will 
Ask for Receiver for American on 
Ground of Insolvency, 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 16.—A temporary in- 
junction probibiting the American Fire In- 
surance company from transacting business 
in the state of Maseachusetts was issued by 
Judge Morton in the Supreme court today. 

The injunction was issued as a result of a 
bill of information filed by Attorney General 
Dana Malone, who stated that further trane- 
‘actions in Massachusetts would be hazardous 
to the public and to its policy holders. Mr. 
Malone stated that later he would ask that 
the injunction be made permanent and that 
a receiver be appointed on the ground that 
the company is insolvent. 

The American Fire Insurance company is 
one of the oldest in America. It suffered 
heavily as a result of the barthquake at Ban 
Francieco. The report of State Insurance 
Commissioner Frederick L. Cutting shows 
the assets of the company are $334,225, that 
its abilities are $369,886, and that its capital 
stock is $300,000. The report shows that 
since the fire and earthquake at San Fra 
cisco the company has paid out $294,613.

Up to that time Yale was the only one of 
the big teams which had not been scored 
upon, but on the following Saturday it lost 
this distinction, West Point making a touch- 
down.

But ft is also true that the Yale-West Point 
game this year came a trifle later in its rela- 
tion to the other contests, leaving little time 
for Yale to improve and perfect what seemed 
like unusually crude conditions. Much hope 
was expressed among Yale sympathizers that 
the Brown game would show a distinct im- 
provement, but the contest was close and 
Browh's attack bothered Yale seriously dur- 
ing the first half: In the second half Yale 
got together and showed considerable pogst- 
bilities. The upset of balance in the back 
field in shifting from Roome, a heavy man, 
to a light man like Veeder, took time in ad- 
justment. The shift back if Roome is able

There is no question but that there have 
and there occasions coming 
through the season when the Yale team has 
shown the greatest possibilities.

Samuel Insull, president of the Edison 
company, led to Mayor Dunne and to 
the council to deal fairly with the corpora- 


tion. 


“The company,” said he, “is not owned 
by rich men. More than 50 per cent of the 
capital stock is owned in the city by an ordi- 
nary class of people and by widows and or- 
fers It appears to me that capital is 

eing frightened away by unfriendiliness.” 

William G. Beale; for the company, after 
admitting that he had no legal authority to 
lease its rights, asserted that there was 
no danger of any combination, although 
he understood some of the big stockholders 
700 approached with offers for their 
stoc 

By its attitude,“ declared Mr. Beale, “ the 
city administration is scaring capital away 
from Chicago. I expect the stockholders 
will get an offer for their stock. I hope they 
will. I am getting tired of this nagging. I 
have a right to sell my stock if I want to 
and I don’t have to tell the committeé the 
terms.” 

Mr. Beale scored “ profeasional uplifters ” 
and called Ald. Snow’s resolution asking for 
the investigation tomfoolery.“ 

It is absurd to say that the city adminis- 
tration is driving away capital" said Mayor 
Dunne later. Capital never has been driven 
from the city, but sometimes it gets in the 
streets and stays there. Nobody can point 
to a single act by this administration that 
in the slightest degree looks like confisca- 
tion.” 

Deal for Control Not a Merger.“ 

While the council committee found no evi- 
dence of a “merger,” it is true as reported 
in a dispatch to THz Trisunge from New 
York last week that negotiations were on 
for the purchase of a controlling interest in 
the stock of the Chicago Edison company. 
As a part of the plan for purchasing Edison 
stock there was under consideration a plan 
for guaranteeing certain dividends for speci- 
fled periods, the purchasing syndicate reserv- 
ing the right to buy the stock outright with- 
in five years. It was said that Subway ih- 
terests, meaning merely capitalists, were 
considering this plan, and in connection with 
it Samuel Insul, president of the Edison 
company, and John J. Mitchell, one of the 
directors, went to New York something over 
two weeks ago. 

Mr. Insull and Mr. Mitchell each sought 
further information at the office of J. B. 
Russell & Co. and elsewhere concerning 
the progress of the plans which the pros- 
pective purchasing people were working out. 

For convenience of expression the word 
“lease ’’ was used. The main point is that 
the stock of the Chicago Edison company is 
for sale to a New York syndicate if it will 
pay the price. No “bid” has been made 
for the reason that, technically speaking, no 
papers have been drawn. N

The 
new men are chosen every two years and 
they have to be assigned to committees, but 
as a rule the leaders are undisturbed until 
there is a great polftical landslide. 

Years ago Uncle Joe Cannon himself re- 
ferred to these leaders as the white haired 
mandarins of the house.” Many ot them 
will be missing when Clerk McDowell calls 
the roll of the Sixtieth congress. The result 
is that the speaker will have an unusual 
number of important committee places to 
fill. There will be no leas than three vacan- 
cles on the ways and means committee 
caused by the defeat of S. Grosvenor, Bab- 
cock, and McCleary. This committee would 
be intrusted with the consideration of an 
income or inheritance tax proposition, If it 
ever comes before the house, and the speaker 
in view of the rising tide of talk about 
tariff revision will be certain to scan closely 
the record of any man he considers for one 
of these important vacancies. 

Besides that, those who went down in the 
fight largely hold important chairmanships 
as well. For instance, Gen. Grosvenor is 
chairman of. the merchant marine committee, 
which has the subsidy bill in charge, and his 
retirement from congress is likely to be the 
death knell of that measure, at least for a 
session or two. 


Why Wadsworth Lost Out. 


Wadveworth of New York, who was turned 
down by his constituents because of his po- 
sition on the meat inspection and pure food 
laws, was chairman of the committee on 
agriculture.. That committee supervises the 
appropriat ions for the execution of the meat 
inspection law, it has to do with the amend- 
ments to the eleomargerine law, it coneiders 
the general agricultural appropriatien bill, 
and the defeat of Mr. Wadeworth means the 
removal of a consistent enemy of the e- 
partment of agriculture in the house of rep- 
resentatives. 

Babcoek of Wisconsin was chairman of 
the committee on the District of Columbia. 
That is a body which apparently does not 
concern the rest of the country much, but 
it lg one of the most coveted committee as- 
signments in the house. The district com- 
mittee is really the board of aldermen for 
the city of Washington. It fixes all local 
appropriations and practically establishes 
the rate of taxation. It hag in its power 
to build up one part of the city at the ex- 
pense of another, and it controls the entire 
municipal system of Washington, including 
the schools, the police, and firemen. There 
is scarcely any doubt of the fact that Waeh- 
ington is the hest governed city in America, 
but the district committee of the house, none 
the less, puts a man in a place where he can 
frequently make an investment. of his. own 
on the side without any one else being the 
Wiser. 

Lacey of Iowa has long, been at the head 
of the public lands committee. His retire- 
ment as a result of a faction fight in his 
own state will open the way for Mondell of 
Wyoming to secure that chairmanehip, and 
out his way they are still interested in public 
land. Mondell, however, is chairman of the 
irrigation committee and he probably would 
much prefer to remain in that position. 

Morrell of Pennsylvania was at the head 
of the militia committee, Sibley of the same 
state was chairman of the manufactures 
committee, and Southard cf Ohio, was at the 
head of the committee on coinage, weights, 
and measures, which doesn’t amount to much 
now since the silver issue has died out. 

Besides these chairmanships the many va- 
cancies in the roll of the old members of the 
house will result in the rapid promotion of 
some of the newer men. For instance, Mr. 
BouteH of Chicago, who was decidedly a 
youngster on the ways and means commit- 
tee, will step up three places, and there will 
be then only three between him and Sereno 
E. Payne, the nominal floor leader of the re- 
publicans. 

To cap the climax of the changes in the 
house, the retirement of Gen. Grosvenor 
leaves a vacancy on the committee on ruies, 
the republican side of which is made up of 
two members in addition to the speaker. It 
is this committee which dictates the course 
of all legislation, and Speaker Cannon surely 
will be besieged with dozens and scores of 
applications for the coveted position.

Proposed Law, to Limit Surplus. 

The committee also adopted a proposed law 
which provides that the life companies shall 
make an annual distribution of the surplus 
above a certain amount and make an angnval 
accounting of the funds. In case the policy 
holdere do not wish to take the money an- 
nually, the companies must credit the earn- 
ings to the policies. 

Another important regulative provision 
approved was one prohibiting the use cf life 
Insurance funds for political purposes. Ap- 
proval also was voted of a lew covering the 
subject of controversies between the com- 
panies and beneficiaries. 

Late in the day the commissioners took 
up the work of considering the form of in- 
vestments allowed to be made with life 
insurance funds. A resolution was pavsed 
declaring retaliatory legislation wrong in 
principle and expressing the sense of the

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CAN MAYOR RESTORE SALOON 
LICENSE IF ONCE REVOKED? 
Important Point in Connection with 


Harkin Ordinance Is Raised by Coun- 
cil License Committee. 


The council license committee raised a new 
and important point yesterday regarding the 
mayor's power to restore 4 saloon license 
once revoked. 

Under the provisions of the Harkin ordi- 
nance limiting the number of saloons it js 
claimed by some of the aldermen that the 
revocation of a license instantly and auto- 
matically leaves a vacancy for the next 
applicant in line. If the next applicant 
seizes the license and the mayor, in the good- 
ness of his heart or for political reasons, sces 
fit to restore it to the original possessor, then 
the limitation set. by the Harkin ordi- 
nance been overstepped. 

The question was raised by. Ald: Harkin, 
and he and Ald. Reeves were appointed a 
subcommittee to investigate and report. 

“I never thought of that point before,“ 
said the mayor. Under the old law there 
is no question about it. For instance, I re- 
cently took away the license of a saloon- 
keeper held to the grand jury. He was 
acquitted and I felt in duty bound to restore 
him the privilege of doing business.“

The Tribune company made a grave 
mistake, and threw away a great oppor- 
tunity in 1867. It could then, instead of 
leasing school land, have bought at a 
comparatively low price almost any other 
corner in the business district. If it had 
done that it would now have a large estate 
in fee simple in the downtown district. It 
would have had to pay no rent and the 
value of its real estate would constantly 
have been advancing. The increase in 
value would in itself have been a fortune. 

Tue Triscune would have bought a site 
for a building in 1867 instead of leasing 
one if it had not been definitely stipu- 
lated that at the expiration of the lease, 
about thirteen years later, it could buy 
the land if so inclined or the board would 
buy the improvements. 

When in 1880 the time came to exer. 
cise the option the agreement was repu- 
diated by the city council, on the ground 
that the school board had no authority 
to make it. Tu Trisunz was unable to 
buy the land and the board would not buy 
the building. Therefore Tun Tumor, 
unless prepared to sacrifice the building, 
was forced to remain a tenant of the 
school board on severe conditions imposed 
by it. The conditions became increas- 
ingly onerous. At last a point was 
reached where it was necessary to aban-

While in Paris, still as an unpaid attaché, 
he wrote to his father: 

“I went last night to call on , Lamartine, 
whose acquaintance I thea made for the first 
time. He and his fine busts received me 
with great dignity and grace; there was no- 
body else present but Mme. Lamartine, the 
cat, and a niece of the poet. Of the females 
the cat was the most attractive—a remark- 
ably fine Angora. Lamartine himself is 
charming. There is great dignity and great 
sweetness, and no affectation in his manner. 
He reminded me both in appearance, and 
what Dickens calls deportment, of old Clay, 
the American statesman.” 

As young Lytton left the presence of Lam- 
artine, Mme. Lamartine asked him if her hus- 
band had made as great an effect on him as 
he had anticipated. It isimpossibie,” said 
she, “to be in his presence for ter minutes 
without feeling that one is before a great 
man!“ 

Madame looks like an indifferent vell- 
leuse just going out, and I think that she 
certainly will go out soon. Lamartine telle 
me that he gets up at 4 o'clock in the morning 
&nd goes to bed at 10 in the evening. Many 
authors, said he, require the excitement of 
the day—dinner—and conversation, etc., be- 
fore writing. Bron did; but I. unfortunate- 
ly for myself, have so much excitement in 
myself, that what I require is only to calm 
and moderate it. Sleep is the best calmant. 
This is why I write in che morning.’ He 
appears to have vanity, but no affectation.

Then Mrs. Browning wrote to him about 
the poem, which one in reading between the 
lines can see that she did not altogetheftad- 
mire. She tells him frankly that she does 
not like the form: 

It seems to me a mistake altogether, nor 
do I think you have altogether made the best 
of it. When one winds such silk one should 
be careful not to tangle it, because that adds 
a sort of irritation to the sense of monotony. 
See how impertinent I have courage to be. 
But your poem can bear it.“ 

Lytton was glad to find that Browning 
shared hie feelings during the civil war for 
the northern side. In a letter to John Forster 
he says: 

I cordially wish well to the north in the 
first effort it has yet made to shake off the 
slough of moral dirt in which it has been so 
long wallowing, and think of something 
nobler than the almighty dollar. The Yan- 
kees are now paying, I think, a heavy but not 
an unjust price for a bad past. 

As a matter of fact I have found these two 
volumes of the earl. of Lytton’s letters more 
interesting even than the reminiscences of 
Lady Dorothy Nevill; perhaps because they 
touch upon subjects in which I am more in- 
terested, perhaps because they give so much 
of other people. Lady Betty Balfour quotes 
not only the letters written by her father but 
the letters written to her father by such peo- 
ple as the Brownings, Forster, and Edward 
Bulwer Lytton, whose letters to his son are 
not the least interesting in these two most 
interesting volumes.

There is something more than a sweet 
story in Mrs. Clara Louise Burnham's new 
book, OPENED SHUTTERS ” (Houghton, 
Mimin & Co.). It is a quality that transcends 
bald criticism; that raises it above the gen- 
eral run of stories, something that will be 
remembered when it is forgotten what was 
the judge's name, and that woman's “ pizen 
neat, who nearly wrecked the life of a 
homesick, sorrowing girl. She had come to 
Boston from the west to meet her only rela- 
tives, an aunt and an uncle, 

The uncle she had loved all her 19 years, 
for her mother had loved him dearly; but 
he gent his deputy to meet her, and the aunt 
was overheard saying unkind things. Her 
pride rebels against the proffered assistance; 
it is only by the exercise of much ingenuity 
that she ts brought to the place she belongs. 
Thie is a small farm up in Maine, at Casco 
bay, the place of Mrs. Burnham's summer 
home, by the way, and the tide mill figures 
in this story as it has in another of the au- 
thor’s stories. The old mill with its shut- 
ters tightly closed in disuse is a pitiful, de- 
pressing sight, but when the shutters are 
open to let in the sunlight ii 10 tranefigured, 
and deapite its age is joyously prophetic. 

So is Sylvia Lacey when she learne to 
forget her wounded price and allows love to 
guffuse her soul.

Of the man- 
ner in which the story was obtained Mr. 
Barrett says: 

Geronimo refused to talk when a stenog- 
rapher was present., or to walt for corrections 
or questions when telling the story. Each 
day he had in mind what he would tell and 
told it ina clear, brief manner. On the 
day that he first gave any portion of his auto- 
biography he would not be questioned about 
any details nor would headd another word. 
‘ He would agree, however, to come on 
another day . and listen to the repro- 
duction of what had been written, and at 
such times would answer all questions and 
edd information wherever he could be con- 
vinced it was necessary.“ 

His account begins with the origin of thé 
race and the divisions of the Apaches. Into 
the story of his early years he has woven the 
customs of the tribe and drawn a life so full 
of fun and frolic and as free from care as 
that of the average white child of the same 
age. Interesting as to the feeling, which for 
lack of better term we call religion, that 
seems to be inspired with the breath of life 
in all creatures, is the following: 

“Our life also had a religious side.’ We 
had no churches, no religious organizations, 
no Sabbath day, no holidays, and yet we wor- 
shiped. Sometimes the whole tribe would 
assemble to sing and pray; sometimes a 
smaller number, perhaps only two or three, 
The songs had a few words, but were not 
formal. The singer would occasionally put 
in such words as he wished inatead of the 
usual tone sound. Sometimes we prayed in 
silence; sometimes each one prayed aloud; 
sometimes an aged person prayed for all of 
us. At other times one would rise and speak 
to us of our dutiés to each other. Our serv- 
ices were short.“ 

It must have been impressive, too, because 
of ite nearness to nature and its lack of sym- 
pathy. 

The account continues through the first 
Mexican journey, in which he lost all that 
was dear to him, mothe?, wife, and children; 
then to the second, a journey of revenge, 
when he was made war chief because of his 
greater loss. For Geronimo was not of 
chieftain blood—he but commanded on the 
warpath.

It seems almost superfluous to recommend 
„ GERONIMO’S STORY OF WIS LIFE”; 
it is its own best advertisement. The story 
is dignified; be he but an Indian war chief, he 
could stoop to no petty’ recriminations., A 
shade of bitterness is pardonable from a man 
who has lost so much, but the injustice has 
found salve in his gwn prowess. (Duffield 
& Co.)

‘study in responsibilities is directed to un- 
wise fathers,” but mothers may listen, and 
other tittle Billy boys Can. study the pictures 
as they hearken to the story of the tender 
heart that sorrowed at the death of a little 
feathered thing. 

Billy-Boy was happy, indeed, for his father 
was to take him when he went hunting, but 
with the first victim of a hunter’s skill his 
joy becomes sorrow, which with each repe- 
tition sinks deeper and threatens to destroy 
all natural love for his parent. The child’s 
anguish and then the noblenéess that 
prompted him to an explanation are told by 
Mr. John Luther Long with so keen af in- 
sight and such sympathetic understanding 
of both the father’s and child’s position that 
it would set vibrating the most unresponsive 
heart. The highest word of praise is un- 
suited to this book, for it is subtly beyond 
such words as our ordinary speech has ap- 
propriated. Rather it is a book which will 
be cherished in silence, only he who reads 
can know what it carries with it. 

As if anything were needed to enhance it, 
Jessie Willcox Smith has provided the illus- 
trations, which depict in her own inimitable 
way the emotions of childhood, be they the 
grief over a wounded creature, the terror ofa 
father’s intrusion, or the love of a perfect 
understanding. Mr. Robert McQuinn has 
further added to the artistic appearance of 
the book with page decorations, graceful, 
not too obtrusive, and appropriate.
